London, England.—Naval develop 
ments of a remarkable nature are 
taking place under the cloak of great 
secrecy. in the course of the next

An entirely new type of underwater 
| craft, of considerable offensive power 
and capable of crossing the Atlantic at 
a high rate of :jeed, is being built 
for the British navy. 

These craft will carry guns, but In 
addition they will have a broadside 
of torpedo tubes. Hitherto under- 
water craft have oniy mounted a 
couple, or at the most three tubes. 
The submarines of the E class were 
provided with four, but the newest 
vessels, it is. understood, are designed 
to carry four twin 21-inch tubes. That 
is to say, they will be able to fire 
eight torpedoes. 

The displacement of the new ships 
is at present a matter of secrecy; in

heavy. quick-firing guns specially 
mounted for use against air-craft. 

Side by side with these new types 
of submarines there will be built a 
number of small under-water vessels 
for purely coastal defense purposes. 
The first of these, at present called 
the X, is being built by Scott’s Ship 
building and Engineering Company at 
Greenock. This is a craft of only 
some 300 tons, with a surface speed 
of thirteen knots, similar to that of 
our earliest submarines. 

More ships of each of these types 
will be allowed for in the forthcoming 
navy estimate. 

A further batch of the new kind of 
cruisers, which Mr. Churchill last! 
year described as light-armored, will | 
also be allowed for.

Hints For Fighting the M'gh Cost of 


Living. 

The problem of how to lighten the 
coat of high wtb | is a vital one to- 
day, and especially is this question 
absorbing to the tr man's igs 
| Her household motto should worm oe 
' t make the best of everything. Rus- 
kin says, “Industry without art is 
brutality.” And that is justly so of 
the homemaker. Her duty is to make 
her home just as attractive as pos- 
sible, and to do that she must keep 
in mind that “a penny saved is a 
penny earned’”’ and that every piece 
of food thrown out is money thrown 
away. 

Here are four things that help much 
in lowering the cost of high living: 

They are buy in as large quantities 
as possible, thereby getting a redac- 
tion. Use things in season, when they 
are cheapest. When egg prices soar 
search your cook book and household 
magazines for ‘“‘eggless recipes.” 
Make a systematic collection of econo- 
mical nutritious dishes. 

When eggs are high in making 
doughnuts boil and mash a good-sized 
potato, beat it in with the sugar and 
make the doughnuts as usual without 
any eggs. i 

In making pumpkin or squash‘pies 
‘in place of eggs roll crackers fine and 
use as much of them in bulk as you 
would of eggs. You could not tell 
the difference if you did not know. | 

When you want pudding for dinner 
and have no milk try adding another 
egg and a few more raisins and use 
warm water in place of milk. 

Beef loaf is a fine dish in which the 
cheaper outs of meat sre never recog: , 
nized. To make it take one and one- 
half cupfuls of stale breadcrumbs or 
cracker crumbs, two pounds of ground 
beef, three teaspoonfuls of salt, sea- 
soning to taste. Mix with water or 
water and milk, using as much as you 
can, and have the meat hold together. 
Bake about one hour in a bread tin.' 
Thicken the liquid left in the pan for 
gravy. 

Pork in batter is another good way 
to employ the cheap meat. Make a 
batter of one egg beaten with one- 
third cupful of milk and enough flour 
to make the consistency of pancake 
batter. Fry some slices of salt pork 
until they look clear and are begin- 
ning to crisp, then dip in the batter 
until well covered. Return to hot fat 
until well done.. Serve with baked 
potatoes. 

Lamb a la Creole.—This is an at-| 
tractive way to serve up cold lamb 
and is tasty and economical. Mince a 
green pepper after the seeds are re-| 
wnoved and half a small onion and 
cook them together in two table-| 
spoonfuls of butter for five minutes. | 
Stir in four tablespoonfuls of flour. 
When it is well blended add a 
eupful of stewed and strained toma- 
toes and a cupful of the liquor in 
which the lamb was cooked, or, if it! 
happens to be cold roast lamb, use 
water or good gravy thinned a little. 
Cook till the mixture is smooth and

Wrecking the English Nation. | 

One of the most gigantic ewindling 
schemes that was ever promulgated 
a swindle that came very near wreck- 
ing the Eng!ich nation, was the pro- 
ject known to history as the South 
Sea Bulble. 

The get rich-quick scheme was not 
only backed by the English Parlia- 
ment ani the House of Lords, but 
alzo by the greet financiers: of that 
country and even royalty itself. One 
fortunate featute of the project waa 
that it was on such a large scale. that 
only the wealthy people of the realin 
were made to etuffer, the poorer 
classes being unable to invest, 

The South Sea Company was form: 
ed in 1711, principally through the 
instrumentality of Robert Harley, 
the Earl of Oxford. who was Lord 
Treasurer of England His object 
was to improve public credit and to 
provide for the floating debts, which 
at that time amounted close to $50,- 


+ 000,000. In return the company was 
to receive by way of reward a mono- 
poly of all the trade with Spanish

In those days little was known of 


the continent of South America and 
genefsliy the public had the idea 
that it possessed untold wealth. They 
expected that the people of that 
country would be as receptive to the 
trading of gold and diamonds as were 
the Indians in giving of valuable 


skins and furs for sma!! quantities of 
beads and other articles of Little 
value when the first settlers came to 
Canada. For this reason the English 
people generally supposed that by 
buying stock in this company they 
would quickly reap untold profits. 
The shares of this company .wer> 
sold first at $509, but speculation ran 
such riot that they soon advanced to 
$2,500. Everyone who could scrape 
sufficient money together plunged to 


his capacity, until the company br 
came so rich that it actually offer 

to shoulder the whole national det 
of England, amounting to $155,000 
000, on a five per cent. basis. As a 
wit said of the craze “Every 
aspired to be a knave.”” People clam. | 


ored for the chance to get rid of their 
money. The crowds were so great at 
the offices of the company that tables 
with clerks were set in the street 
War with Spain, which was then 
supreme in the western hemisphere 
quickly changed the rosiness of thie 
outiook. Early in September, 1719, 
the South Sea stock began to decline 
and it looked as if the bubble was 
going to burst. Sir John Biune and 
other big men of the company sold 
their shares. Then everyone began 
o follow suit and with their pockets 
empty the public turned with horror 


from speculation. But the mischief 
was done. 
With the collapse of the South Sea 


Company mighty fortunes all ove 
Englazd went to pieces. The countr 
was ruined. The law, which h 
lenged winked at the transaction, 
now suddeiiiyv"tiwoke, and the mem 
bers of Parliament who were ‘direc 
tors were expelled from that august 
body and ‘lieir property was confi: 
cated in proportion to. their guilt 
Others were severely punished, some 
escaped the country and many died 
of the sheck or killed themselves 
Thus ended the famous South Sea 
Bubble, one of the greatest ewindles 
in all history, and the only regret 
that must have been felt by those w 
lost £0 heavily was the fact that they 
ould not get at the promoters of th 
scheme, for they were too big in Brit- 
ish polities for such a procedure to Le

The Memoirs have been trans- 
lated from the original into German 
by Herr Heinz Bothmer, the Turkish 
consul in Berlin. Speaking of the 
status of women, the ex-Sultan says: 

Every man who has sense will de 
plore with me that women are given 
too much freedom, that they rule the 
salons, and are seen to walk about the 
streets, while men are siowly drifting 
to be thir servants. 1 understand 
this is the case in America. Why do 
Europeans criticise our women? Are 
Turkish women not prettier and more 
moral than others. 

In our country the woman belongs 
to the household, and belongs to one 
man alone. In Europe she has much 
too much freedom to remain a woman 
at all. If only half I have read. in 
books and newspapers about woman- 
hood in the west is true—well 1 pity 
the western men! 

The former sultan appears to have 
been favvrable to some reforms being 
introduced 4 Turkey, but these re- 
forms, he says, must not be rushed on 
us. We want to go ahead, but haste 
is devilish, while leisure and after- 
thought are divine. He does not ap 
prove of young Turks going abroad 
for any length of time, he fears no- 
thing as much as the poison of Euro 
pean civilization. Beware of ideas 
that come from the west! They are 
most dangerous for our country. 
When I see how happy our Moslems 
are, I feel I must oppose with all my 
power the coming of the European 
new spirit. This spirit poisons our 
souls and our character, Islam is 
not unfavorable to progress, but any 
progress must come from within, not 
from without. 

Dealing with the present conditions 
of Islam, Abdul Hamid states: Th? 
koran preaches virtue more effectively 
than any other religious work. There- 
fore Islam will in time be victor- 
ious in the whole world. Our trouble 
comes from the fact tnat our empire 
does not constitute a religious unity. | 
We have too many Cur’stians in our 
land. Only evil can be expectei| 
from the fact that more than one re- 
ligion reigns in one count y.
